
Rush to Skip 
Cairo Stop on 



The “press of business,”! 
particularly Vietnam, ha si 
caused Secretary of State 1 
Dean Rusk t-o curtail a Mid* 
die East trip, the State De- 
partment said yesterday. 

Rusk wiill leave Monday to 
attend a Central Treaty Or- 
ganization ministerial meet- 
ing in Ankara. He will return 
to Washington the following 
Friday. 

But he will not make any 
“side visits” as part of the 
ft rip, Department spokesman 
fRobert J. McOloskey told 
newsmen. 

. Rusk had been invited to 
\make what would have been 

significant diplomatic visit 
! to Cairo. The invitation was 
''extended in February when 
the Speaker of Egypt’s Na- 
tional Assembly, Anwar el 
Sadat, was in Washington. 
Rusk at that time accepted 
Sadat’s invitation in principle, 
though , no date was publicly 
set. 


It would have been the first 
visit by a U.S. Secretary of 
State to Cairo since 1953, and 
would have Symbolized the 
recent improvement in U.S. 
relations with Egypt/ 


One U.S. source said the 
Cairo invitation still stands as 
it did — with Rusk accepting 
in principle for some undeter- 
mined future date.
